Marland Senator Has Ey- 
pressed No Preference, 


Has No Wish To Throw Cold Water 
On Parker Boom, But Says 
Statement Sent From 
Washington Is Un- 
true.

Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—A 
press bureau which has been established 
here to further the candidacy of Judge 
Parker recently sent broadcast through 
the country this statement: | 

“Senator Arthur Pue Gorman says: 

“*J] cannot secure the nomination. Go 
to work for Parker. I would.prefer that 
my friends favor him to the exclusion 
of any other candidate. Let no other 
man step in and beat him. If the con- 
vention should decide that [I should be 
nominated, then well and good, but other- 
wise I would prefer to see Parker Our 
next president.’ ”’ 

Senator Gorman's friends resented this 
statement as being unauthorized and up- 
on his attention being called to it today 
said: 

“There is absolutely no truth in it. I 
have not spoken in favor of or against 
Judge Parker or any other candidate. I 
have declined to express any preference. 
I do not want to say anything to dis- 
courage the candidacy of Judge Parker 
or any one else, but this paragraph is 
simply not true.” 

The Parker bureau is doing a lot of 
active work sending out pictures and 
sketches to newspapers in all parts of 
the country. 

North State Not to Instruct. 

North Carolina will send its delegates 
to St. Louls uninstructed. Senator Sim- 
mons, who is here, says the Parker 
sentiment is strong. and the delegation 
will be made up of Parker men; but will 
not be instructed. 

In the course of am tnterview today, he 
said: 

“When I returned to North Carolina 
after the adjournment of congress I 
found there was a very strong Parker 
sentiment throughout the state. The con- 
vention will undoubtedly send a delega- 
tion of Parker men, but the delegation 
will not be instructed, so that it will be 
free to vote for the man who appears 
to be the strongest at the time the con- 
vention meets.” 


ALABAMA RESULT 
HARD TOFORCCAS 


Parker Easily Favorite but In- 
struction Not Certain, 


Montgomery, Ala., May 24.—(Special.)— 
Only a reckless forecaster would try to 
‘ell what the democratic convention will 
Yo about instructions tomorrow. 

The entire expressed sentiment is for 
Parker and many favor instructing for 
him. It looks tonight though as if the 
delegafion will he without instructions 
except to vote as a unit. Several men 
are agreed with State Chairman Mallory 
that the convention mignt simply instruct 
to vote as a unit, but express preference 
for Parker. 

A determined effort is being made to 
defeat Major W. W. Screws, of The Ad- 
vertiser, for delegate at large. He and his 
paper bolted the ticket and supported 
Palmer and Buckner in 1894, and many 
regular party men @re fighting him bit- 
terly. It looks like he will have a hard 
fight and his defeat would not be a sur- 


prise. 
Judge William Richards, of Madison, is 


gathering a large following in opposition, 


to him. 

It is also argued that one man of the 
four should come from the Tennessee 
valley.

liminary skirmishes also demonstrated 
that neither “The Old Guard,” known 
“The Hearst- 
Bryan-Johnson’’ mea, known as the rad- 
icals,* had a leader, Mayor Johnson, of 
Cleveland, who has been the recognized 
leader in his party in Ohio for the past 
two years, was today unable to control 
the votes of the two state committee- 
men from his own city, whom he had 
put on the committee one year ago, and 
the same was true of other members of 
the state central committee whom he 
had selected. 
McLean In Control. 

While there was no leader on the 
ground, there was much comment tonight 
that the old following of John R. Mc- 
Lean was again in control. Mr. McLean 
had previously declined to allow his name 
used for either district delegate or dele- 
gate at large, and he was said to be out 
of politics, but now he is expected to guc- 
ceed himself as Ohio member of the 
democratic national c. .mittee and be a 
factur at the St. Lotis convention. 

The old state central committee was 
in session all afternoon, after passing on 
contests by counties. The settlement of 
Mayor Johnson’s case trom Cleveland 
was second on the call, and the Johnson 
delegates were seated unanimously. The 
first contest was that of Clermgnt county, 
where the vote of 13 to 8 against the 
Hearst delegation was considered a test 
vote of the state central committee in 
the contest between the conservatives and 
radicals. There was great excitement af- 
ter the third vote of the state committee, 
which seated the Hearst delegation of 
Franklin pa by a vote of 15 affirran- 
tive, 3 negative and 3 not voting. 

Franklin county constitutes the twelfth 
congressional district and is the home of 
Colonel James Kilbourne, who has been 
boomed as the Ohio favorite against 
Hearst. The Bernard, or anti-Hearst 
delegates were seated 13 to 7. 


Two to One Against Radicals. 
if these 73 votes of Cuyahoga county, 
headed by Mayor Johnson, cooperatec 
with the radicals it will make three dis- 
tricts that the radicals secured in the 
temporary contests, while the econserva- 
tives secured six. 

The conservatives carried thirteen of

IN TENNESSEE 


Volunteer State Will Instruct 
for New Yorker 


Senator Carmack, An Avowed Friend 
of Judge Parker, Will Head 
Delegation -- Warm Fac- 
tional Fights in East 
Tennessee Counties. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 24.—The state 
convention meets tomorrow and the lead- 
ers and vanguard of the democracy have 
begun to arrive. 

The convention will. nominate candi- 
dates for governor, treasurer, secretary 
of state, comptroller, railroad commis- 
sioner, four delegates from the state at 
large to the national] convention and 
electors from the state at large. 

All of-the state officers, with the ex- 
ception of railroad commissioner, 
candidates for reelection, and have no 
Opposition for renomination. Ex-Con- 
sressman B. A. Enloe will receive the 
nomination for railroad commissioner to 
fiil the vacancy created by the retirement 
of Chairman N. Ve. Baptist. 

Joseph E. Jones and E. S. Stick have 
obtained a sufficient number of instruct- 
ed votes to insure their nominatien as 
electors, and it is almost certain that 
Senator Carmack, Newton H. White and 
Judge John K. Shields will be three of 
the delegates from the state at large to 
the national convention. 

The contest for fourth Place is being 
waged by ex-Secretary of State Ww. S. 
Morgan, National Committeeman oa. ME. 
Head and Judge.John R. Bond. Conertss- 
man J. W. Gaines, of Gallatin, has been 
selected for temporary chairman and 
John E. Richardson, of Murfreesboro, 
for permanent chairman of the conven- 
tion. There are warm factional fights in 
Knox, Campbell and Warden counties, 
growing out of the race for United States 
senator between General W. B. Bate and 
ex-Governor Benton McMillan, and twe 
delegations from each of these counties 
are knocking for recognition. The set- 
tlement of these contests is invested 
with especial interest by reason of the 
fact that it will develop or impair the 
vitality of the organization that has 
taken some of these counties out of the 
republican column.

et Able Delegation Act as Is 
— Best for the Party 


Governor Not For Any Particular 
Candidate, But His Desire Is 
For the Success of the Party 
Nominee---Georgia Has 
No “Favorite Son.” 


Governor Terrell is an interview ves- 
terday with a representative of The ( )n- 
stitution expressed fimsélf as adverse to 
an instructed delegation from Georgia 
to the national democratic convention at 
St. Louis. 

Much speculation has been indulged in 
as to the governor’s attitude with refer- 
ence to the demoeratic nominee, and The 
Constitution has several times sought to 
obtain from him a statement regarding 
his preference, but up to yesterday he 
has had nothing to say on the subject. 
Yesterday, however, Governor Terfell 
consented to give The Constitution a 
statement regarding his attitude. 

In his interview Governor Terrell says 
he hag no preference for any candidate. 
that he has not seen fit to criticise any 
candidate, that his sole desire is for the 
success of the nominee and in the inter- 
ests of party harmony and party success 
he believes firmly that the delegation 
from Georgia should go to the St. Louis 
exposition without instructions, though 
under the unit rule. 

Following is Governor Terrell’s inter- 
view regarding these matters: 

““My attention has been called to cer- 
tain statements in a few papers as to 
my favoring some particular candidate 
for the democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, which misrepresent my pesition. 
These publications doubtless arise {from 
the fact that I have not seen fit io-crit- 
icise any of the candidates. I have no 
candidate for the democratic nomination. 
My sole desire is for the success of the 
nominee. I believe that the national con- 
vention will make the wisest and best 
selection. : | 

“While I have no preference for any 
candidate, I feel the deepest interest in 
democratic harmony and democratic suc- 
cess. I am firmly convinced that the wel- 
fare of the party will be best served by 
sending an uninstructed delegation of our 
wisest, safest and most conservative 
democrats to St. Louis to act as may at 
that time appear to be for the best inr- 
terest of the party. 

“The delegates to our state convention 
have not been instructe@ by the people. 
Under the plan of sélecting the dele- 
gates; prescribed by tite state é@xecutive 
committee, the wishes of the people of 
Georgia upon the question of our candi- 
date for president have not been express- 
ed. They have been authorized to select 
delegates to the national  convenfion. 
Partisan feeling should not impel them 
to assume the authority of instructing 
these national delegates, but duty re- 
quireg them to select the very best men— 
men in whose judgment the democracy of 
Georgia can repose every confidence. I 
therefore feel that the democratic party 
of the state would prefer the judgment 
of a majority of such a delegation, act- 
ing under the unit rule, to the partisan 
views of others expressed weeks in ad- 
vance of the convention, and without 
conference with the leaders from other 
states. This seems to be the policy pur- 
sued in all the southern states which 
have heretofore acted, and there seems to 
exist no reason outside of partisan con- 
sideration why we should not follow the 
same course in Georgia. Between the 
Ist of June and the meeting of the St. 
Louis convention it is possible that the 
sentiment of the people may crystullize 
upon a suitable leader. and with instruc- 
tions to the coi@rary, our delegation will 
be powerless to act tor the best inter- 
ests of the party and the people. 

“Georgia has no ‘favorite son’ candi- 
date, ag is the case in New York and 
other northern states, otherwise it might 
be proper to instruct; but having no 
other interest except democratic suc- 
cess, I feel that we should act as we did 
in 1892, when conditions were very sim- 
ilar to those of today, and not instruct 
our delegation. The representatives of 
the Georgia democracy in the St. Louis 
convention should be left free to gerve 
the welfare of the party as it may appear 
at trat time to be best.’’

The Outlines of the Two Parks Are 
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Purchase of Piedmont Park by the City Will Result 


in Increased Interest in 
Pes ing All-the 


Park Situation, Benefit-_ 
Playgrounds. 


The fact that Atlanta will purchase 
Piedmont park from its present owners 
and convert it into a splendid park for 
the use of the citizens and their heirs 
forever, which was announced by The 
Constitution yesterday morning, Wwas 
jearned with gratification by residents of 
the city and much.elation was in evi- 
dence among those who manifest an in- 
terest in the welfare of the city and who 
have studied the park situation here. 

Piedmont park, with its 185 acres, will 
nat only be the Jargest park in Atlanta. 
but it will be the largest in this part of 
the country. Grant park, the gem of all 
parks in this section, is 144 acres in area, 
but as it is practically the only developed 
playground in Atlanta, it is not large 
enough for the city of 110,000 souls. 

This does not mean that the 144 acres 
will not hold all who visit the park. The 
trouble is rather with the street railway 
facilities. This is not the fault of the 
street railway company, because {t {fs im- 
possible for the managers of that cor- 
poration to prevent the congestion of 
travel. There are at present five street 
railway lines to Grant park and, despite 
the frequency of the schedules, it is im- 
nossible for the people to reach that beau- 
tiful place on holidays excent on crowded 
cars. This results from the fact that 
every one wants to go to the park at the 
same hour and al! want to start for their 
homes about the same hour. 

Will Relieve Congestion. 

There aro four street railway lines to 
Piedmant park, and these will doubtless 
do much towards relieving the congestion 
in the travel toward Grant park after 
Piedmont park has been prepared for the 
reception of the public. 

The improvement of Piedmont park will 
undoubtedly result in benefiting Grant 
park. At present the appropriation that is 
made annually for the maintenance of 
the parks of the city is entirely inade- 
“uate. The purchase of Pledmont park 
wi'l doubtless mean an increased appro- 
priation to the board of nark commis- 
efoners and they will then have the right 
ta make such improvements as they see 
aad opening of the new playground will 
stimulate the interest both among mem- 
hers of the general council and. among 
the people in the question of parks and 
the result will be that all the parks of the 
city will be improved and be made still 
more beautiful. 

Tt if the belief of those who are fn- 
terested in the park sitwation that before 
many years have elapsed Atlanta will 
have Grant park. Piedmont park. Inman 
Park. Mims park, Ponce de Leon park, 
parks, accessible to all séctions of the 
city, open to all the people. veritable 
hreathing places, where the winds blow 
cool in summer and where the children 
may play as long as they piease and as 
wildly as they please without fear of cars 
or other dangers of a large city. 

A String of Parks. 

With such a string of parks, in easy 
reach of all the people of the whole city, 
Atlanta would be far ahead of all other 
sections in the matter of play grounds 
for citizens. : 

This is the -dream of those who are 
studying the park situation in Atlanta. 
Atlanta owns all of the places that have 
been mentioned with the exception of

Piedmont park and Ponce de Leon. The 
purchase of Piedmont park has already 
been provided for. There is no inten- 
tion of buying Ponce de Leon park at 
any time in the nesr future for the 1rea- 
gon that it is already maintained as a 
private park, but open to all the white 
erated for many years to come as it is 
being conducted now. , 

Certain it is that the purchase of Pied- 
mont park will stimulate interest in the 
local park situation and will cause coun- 
cll to awaken to the fact that Atlanta 
is now behind in public improvements of 
this kind. 

History of Piedmont Park. 

The history of Piedmont park is inter- 
esting. The minds of some citizens hark 
back to the time when it was the prop- 
erty of Mr. Walker, the father of the 
late B. F. Walker. It is believed that 
Mr. Walker secured title to !t when it 
was virgin forest. He probably obtained 
it from the state, hut certain it is that 
he owned it when the Indians were stili 
in Georgla. 

‘rT remember when Piedmont park was 
the property of Mr. Walker,” declared 
Dr. Henry IL. Wilson yesterday. “He had 
his farm on the place. My best recol- 
lection is that the old Walker home 
stood about the middle or the present 
It was by a spring that was 
covered when the was built. 
There B. F. Wanner He af- 
terward inherited the from his 
father. : 

“Bp. F. Walker held the property until 
about 1886. when he disposed of it In 
the manner I wilk now reiate. Joseph 
Kingsberry conceived the idea of having 
a driving club, and he talked. with me 
about it. I was the first man he spoke 
to, and consequently I know that the 
idea started with Joe Kingsberry. al- 
though I have sometimes heard the credit 
given to other men. 

‘We talked with the boys some, and 
finally worked up enough interest to have 
several meetings.

“That, in. brief, is about the history

S NOT SETTLED

Mayor Howell Puts Mater Up 
to Local Representatives, 


If They Agree to the Extension of 
the City Limits Mayor Howell 
Will Approve Piedmont 
Park Purchase, But 

Not Otherwise. . j.) 2 


The purchase of Piedmont Park by 
the municipality rests entirely with the 
senator from the 35th district and the 
representatives from Fulton county in 
the general assembly. 

If the local representatives agree to 
the incOrporation by Atlanta of the 660 
Square acres of. territory commonly 
“North Atlanta,” and gigni- 
fy their intention of requesting the pas- 
sage of such an amendment to the char- 
Atlanta as will enable the city 
to extend Its limits beyond that territory, 
Mayor Howell will approve the resolution 
which provides for the purchase of Pied- 
mont Park by the municipality. 

If he does not receive such assurance 
from the local representatives in the 
general assembly of the state Mayor 
Howell will veto the measure. 

The position of Mayor| Howell is ex- 
actly what it was before the meeting of 
council on Monday. He stated in 
an interview with a representative of 
The Constitution some time ago that he 
would conseat ta the purchase of Pied- 
mont park if the residents of North At- 
lanta «onsent to have their territory in- 
corporated.

The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Shimoneseki, Japan, cabling under date 
of May 24, asserts that active prepara- 
tions are in progress for the reduction of 
Port Arthur, and that these preparations 
will be entrusted to a carefully chosen 
force of veterans forming part of the 
third army. Very heavy artillery, the 
correspondent says, ig being landed on 
the Liao-Tung peninsula. 

Dispatches to The Daily Telegraph 
show that on May !6 the Japanese head- 
quarters were still at Feng-Wang-Cheng. 
This the correspondents attribute to the 
necessity for joint action with the Jap- 
anese army which Mis landed at Pitsewo. 

They explain that communication has 
mot yet been established between the 
two Japanese armies, but it is expected 
to be within a few days. The dispatch 
says that the telegraph lines between 
Feng-Wang-Cheng and the south has 
been cut by the Russians disguised as 
Chinese.

BURNED FIECtS 


How Mrs. Taylor Disposed of 
Husband's Body, 


Ida May de Kay, Daughter of Wom- 
an on Trial Tells Details of 
Her Mother’s Revolting 
Murder of Her 
Husband. 


Monticello, N. Y., May 24.—Ida May de 
Kay, the daughter of Mrs, Kate Taylor, 
Whe ig undergoing a second trial for the 
murder of her husband, Lafg Taylor, to- 
day told the story of the killing of her 
stepfather as witnessed by. herself. 

In her testimony the girl asserted that 
her uncle, Peter Yerkins, was at the 
Taylor house on the night of the mur- 
der, and assisted Mrs. Taylor in dismem- 
bering the body. 

She testified that she was awakened 
from sleep by a shot. Going into the next 
room, she saw Taylor holding the door 
leading into the kitchen with one hand 
and trying to pull on his boots with the 
other, She saw her mother trying to 
open the door in order to get at her 
husband. The witness said she then went 
out on the stoop for a few minutes. She 
told of hearing a second shot and going 
in saw her father’s body on the fioor, 
with her mother standing over {t with a 
revolver in her hand, which she tried to 
fire again. 

The girl related the details of the dis- 
position of the body, which were of the 
most revolting character. Her mother, 
she said, cut off Taylor’s head with an 
ax and put it In the stove. Then the 
older woman took a lighted lantezm and 
ewure ft around three times the 
doorway. This brought Peter. Yerkins to 
the houge, the witness continued. He 
asked if Lafe was dead, and received an 
affirmative answer. 

Mrs. :Taylor again took the ax and 
tried to cut off one of_Taylor’s legs, then 
laid the ax down before she had suc- 
ceeded. Yerkins took the ax and finished 
cutting off the Ia. 

Ida says she went to bed and left Yer- 
kins and her mother together with the 
body. When she arose the next morning 
Yerkins had disappeared and her mother 
was still burning the body. 

At the previous trial it was brought out 
that Mrs, Taylor cut up the trunk of 
the body and put ft In a cloth wack and 
placed the sack in a wash tub, which was 
put in the cellar. Mrs. Taylor took the 
ashes and bones from the stove and 
pounded up the bones and fed them to 
the chickens, 

The skull was not burned, and it wag 
brought back to the house and put in 
the stove again.

BY ROOSEVELT 


President Talks in 
Vein to the Groton 
Pupils, 


Easy 


Groton; Mass. May 24.—President 
Roosevelt, who had made the trip from 
Washington to be present at the Groton 
school today and participated in the an- 
nual prize day exercises, reached Groton 
at five minutes past 9 o’clock this fore- 
noon. He was met at the station by the 
Rev. Dr. Endicott Peabody, principal of 
the institution at which_two ef the presi- 
dent’s sons, Theodore, Jr, and .Kormit, 
are preparing for college, and was driven 
to the school. The president's trip from 
Washington was accomplished. without 
special incident save that a number of 
atations which were passed after day- 
hreak today the citizens, and in some 
Cases the school children, assembled to 
greet the chief executive. The presidentlal 
party includes Mrs. Carew, sister in law 
of the president, and Secretary Loeb. 

The students, anticipating the arrival 
of the nation’s chief executive were gath- 
ered at the main hall. As the carriage 
uppeared in the grounds the schoo] yell, 
given with all the enthusiasm which the 
occasion prompted, greefed the president. 
The carriage stopped at the residence of 
Dr. Peabody and the president walked 
Over to the hall where the students had 
assembled to return their greeting. He 
said he was exceedingly glad to meet and 
greet them and provoked a laugh by say- 
ing: 

‘*T deeply sympathize with the fwo un- 
fortunates among you, who have a presi- 
dential father,’”’ 

There was some delay in beginning the 
exercises, due chiefly to the desire to 
await the arriva] of parents and friends 
of the students, Dr. Peabody made a 
brief address, in int rocudtgheniOIRU 
brief address in introducing the presi- 
dent, in which he said: 

““‘We like him as a parent, we admire 
him as a president and we love him 
as @& man,” 

The audience rose to receive Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt. : 

In addressing the students the pres- 
ident gave what he called a ‘‘iome- 
ly heart to heart talk with the boys.” 

He addressed the audience as “fellow 
parents and our boys.’’ He said that he 
would speak to the students concerning 
their dutics as boys and men, @&s the 
qualities in each were fundamentally the 
same, Continuing the president said that 
if a boy had not pluck, common gense 
and decency he was of a pretty bad 
sort, and a man without tnese qualities 
Wag even worse, He said parents lad a 
right to expect much of their boys and 
that the lads muUst conduct themselves 
so aS to make their actions count for 
g00d both at school and at college and 
in after life. He admonished them that 
they must not in any degree become 
“prigs’’ and urged them to be strong, 
to be decent and to be resourceful}. 

“Boys and men.” he said, “possessing 
such qualities will not be snobs. There 
are in our civic and social life worse 
creatures than snobs, but no creature 
is more contemptible.’ 

The president referred to the advant- 
ages of training in public. schools, which 
training he believed to be most bdenefi- 
clal because of the democracy of these 
institutions. 

“It is necessary,” he eontinued, “for 
boys in schoo] and in college and for 
men In civic or social life to demon- 
Strate that they have power to uccom- 
pliish things and be able to do their 
part in life. The boy or the man must 
be @&ble to accomplish something for 


decency, or he must step aside for those 
who can do so.”

Tokio, May 24, 8 p. m.—Genera] Kurok!i 
reports that a section of Japanese in- 
fantry encountered and defeated 200 Cos- 
Backs at Toutao-Kou, 8 miles northeast 
of Kuang-Tien. The Cossacks fled to Alf- 
Yuang-Pienmen, leaving scores of dead. 
The Japanese sustained no losses. 

Additional details of the fight at Wang- 
Chau, near Taku-Shan, May 20, tndicate 
that the squadron of Cossacks was almost 
annihilated by the Japanese infantry, 
which surrounded and completely routed 
the enemy. All the Russian officers were 
killed, wounded or captured. Natives re- 
port that some of the Cossacks escaped on 
foot. abandoning their equipment. Many

OUTPOST ENGAGEMENTS

The Japanese garrison set 
fire to the houses and stores and retired 
in perfect order. 

Seoul, May 23.—Further reports are 
being received that the Russians are ad- 
vancing along the great south road from 
Song-Chin. Koreans estimate thefr num- 
ber at about 600. The Cosgsacks who 
fought with the Koreans at Hamsheung 
are supposed to have retired to Chang- 


Chin. 

The laté@t renorts from Wamheurg are 
that thease Russians burned houses in the 
suburbs and partly destroyed the longest 
bridge 1n Korea, which there apans the 
Sing-Chin river. Detached bodies of Rus- 
sian troops are appearing, and they seem 
ta have no ‘definate purpose other than 
the country people. 
Major Takajil. the commander at Gensan. 
apparently wearving of this continued 
raiding. has sent a farce north, the 
strength of which has not been stated, 
and which ts probably intended to garri- 
son Tiamheung. 

The influence of Lady Om. the emper- 
or’s favorite at Seoul palace, has recently 
weakened. She insisted unon the reten- 
tion of office of Yi-Yun Tal. the seller of 
prefectures. against the emperor’s Gesires 
to the anpointment of elther Yi Cho Yong 
or Sim-Sang-Hun, the home minister, to 
office. The emporer sharply rebuked her 
for interference in state affairs. and sug- 
gested that she refrain from interfering 
in politics. Many Koreans predict the 
end of her power. which has lasted for 
over a decade. The Japanese commis- 
sariat is cosiderably annoyed over the 
stability of the rate of exchange between 
the Japanese yen and Korean nickels. 


JAPANESE ANP COSSACKES 
IN MANY SKIRMISHES. 

Liao-Yang. May 24.—There !s cqntinual 
skirmishing between the Russian cavalry 
and the Japanese, Cossacks are haras- 
ing the Japanese in the hills and by- 
roads, generally driving them back. 

The general plan of the Japanese has 
not been givulged. They are apparently 
marking time, AWaiting the arrival of re- 
serves from Korea, who have been de- 
layed owing to the impassablility of the 
roads. 

The Japanese are sending all invalids 
{n the direction of the Yalu to a central 
hospital. 

The Chinese report the destruction of 
another Japanese battle ship off Port 
Arthur, but the report is unconfirmed and 
is pot credited. 

Several Japanese who landed from junks 
near Port Arthur and started toward the 
town with the intention of dynamiting 
the docks were captured and shot.

object of General Kuroki, with the first 
army, supported by General Nadya with 
the third army now landing near Taku- 
shan, is to watch General Kuropatkin 
and prevent a movement’. southward 
which would take General Oku and the 
second army, on the Liao-Tung peninsu- 
Ja, in the rear. A direct attack upon 
General Kuropatkin’s main force appar- 
ently is not considered to be impending. 
' Nothing more than outpost affairs are 
anticinated although some of these may 
be sanguinary. -The RuSsian scouts are 
keeping in constant touch with the en- 
emy and thus far the minor shifting of 
the enemy’s detachments west of the 
Tayang river and northward of Moi- 
Ting-Ling are considered to be in the 
nature of screens. If the two armies of 
the Russian commander in chief are 
trying to work a force around in the

OVER VATICN 


France's Quarel’ Will Go° to 
lhe Deputies, 


It is Expected That a Most Violent 
Debate Will Ta'ss Place, and 
the French*Embassy May 
Be Entirely Sup- 
pressed. 


Paris, May 24.—The council of ministers 
has considered the vatican controversy, . 
and in an official note says: 

“The goyernment is satisfied with the 
authenticity of the reported protest sent 
by the vatican to the powers, and there- 
fore has decided to recall M. Nisard, leav- 
ing routine business {n the hands of the 
third secretary of the vatican embassy.” 

The government has decided to fully 
present the vatican controversy, culmi- 
nating in the recall of M. Nisard to the 
chamber of deputies Friday. <A violent 
debate fs expected, and the government 
is preparing {tself for more radical ac- 
tion than that heretofore taken. since it 
is anticlpated that an effort will be made 
to abolish the French embassy and the 
holy see. Foreign Minister Delcasse will 
present the diplomatic negotiations with 
the vatican, and Premier Combes will 
set forth the attitude and intentions of 
the government. 

The officials express the bellfef that 
the embassy will not be suppressed, but 
they say the present feeling may lead to 
tat result when the appropriation for 
sustaining the embassy comes before the 
chamber a month hefce, at which time 
the budget for foreign affairs will be 
considered. But some parliamentary ele- 
ments are seeking the immediate consid- 
eration of the matter with the view 
of abolishing the embassy. 

The officials here do not credit the re- 
port circulated by The Tribuna of Rome, 
that King Alfonso hag indefinitely post- 
poned his proposed visit to President 
Loubet, in order to avoid friction with 
the pope. The Spanish king’s visit to 
M. Loubet has been settled upon tn prin- 
ciple, but the days have not yet been 
considered. 

Members of the diplomatic corps say 
it is definitely settled that the protest to 
which France took exception was address- 
ed by the vatican to Spain. This was the 
only protest containing the clause inti- 
mating that the papal nuncig9 would be 
withdrawn if other and similar visits 
were made to King Victor Emmanuel. 

The correspondent of The Temps at 
Rome telegraphs on the authority of the 
vatican that the intimation relative to 
the withdrawal of the nuncfo went to only 
one foreign’ power, .whose rulers con- 
templated visiting the quirinal.

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The Georgia Convention. 

The Savannah Press, whose gifted 
editor, Hon. P. A. Stovall, is a gallant 
Sir Harry of Georgia journalism, in 
referring to “the proposed indorse 
ment of (presidential candidates at 
the approaching state convention, 
says: 

“The presidential campaign is too nebu- 
lous for gstraightout instructions just 
now.’’ 

The editor of The Press has been 
a conspicuous factor*in the move- 
ment to commit Georgia definitely to 
Parker, as against Hearst, and we 
believe he occupies a prominent po- 
sition in the long list of vice presi- 
dents of the Second Georgia Parker 
Club—if, indeed, he is not a member 
of each of the two Parker organiza- 
tions.

Parker may be nominated, but 
we do not believe that conditions ere as 
favorable for him now as they were two 
weeks aigo. The situation is indeed neb- 
wlous, and many states realize this faict 
and are proceeding cautiously in regard 
to ins:ruciions.

Southern States for Cattle. 

The reported purchase by western 
capitalists of several hundred thou- 
Sand acres of land in Florida and 
southern Alabama to be devoted to 
cattle raising will provably serve the 
double purpose of dispelling some 
popular misconceptions concerning 
the character of the land in the 
southern states and of arousing 
southern farmers to a _ realization 
of their opportunities for making cat- 
tle raising a remunerative business. 

The latter is of more importance 
to the farmer of the south, for once he 
realizes these possibilities another 
source of income will be opened up tv 
him. It is best, of course, that the 
profits to accrue from the develop- 
ment of any new industry should 
come primarily to the farmers them- 
selves. But it is of great value, too, 
to have the outside world under- 
stand the manifold agricultural pos- 
sibilities of the southern states, for 
such understanding will bring not 
only desirable immigrants but what 
is of no little importance, capital for 
investment. 

Cattle-raising has been followed on 
a large scale in Southern Florida 
and some other parts of the southern 
States, but save in a few instances, 
the possibilities in this direction have 
been by no means appreciated. The 
men who have the greatest interest 
in the business of cattle-raising have 
been devoting their attention almost 
exclusively to the west and northwest, 
apparentiy holding to the old notion 
that the south is entirely tropical and 
its lands good for nothing but cot- 
ton and oranges and rice. 

A well informed writer in The 
Washington Post expresses surprise 
that capitalists of the north and 
west have not before this looked to 
the south -as a field for the raising 
of cattle. He points out that 


“There are millions of acres in Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas, which are so much superior to the 
far northwest for grazing purposes that 
no well informed person would propose 
a serious comparison, We doubt whether 
even in Cuba there A finer pasturage and 
better winter protection than in the bot- 
tom lands of the states we have men- 
tioned. Not only is water plentiful and 
forest abundant, the grasses are of riot- 
out growth, and there is, besides, a vast 
area of what is known as canebrake, 
where the cover defies the most violent 
caprices of climate—always rare, how- 
ever—and where green food in profusion 
is perennial.’’ 

The climatic advantages are man- 
ifold. The Post writer lays special 
stress upon the canebrake, recalling 
that “cattle can winter in the al- 


ways warm and fruitful refuges and 
emerge in the spring fatter and 
healthier than if they had been stall. 
ed and fed under every circumstance 
of artificial care.” 

The picture is in no wise overdrawn. 
Nature has done everything possible 
for the southern cattleman. There is 
no good reason why ca#tle-raising 
should not become one of the south’s 
greatest industries, and some day it 
will, whether it be developed by south- 
ern men or by northern capitalists. 
The Chicago men who have purchas- 
ed the particular tract referred to 
above may feel assured that if their 
land has been’ selected well, the 
success of their venture is certain.

| Local Taxation for Sc) for School Purposes. 


Editor Constitution: I note what Colo- 


| nel William L. Peek, of Conyers, has to 
say in your is8ue of The Constitution of 


May 3, relative to the ratification of 
the pending constitutional amendment, 
which allows militia districts to levy a 
loca] tax. 
- Colonel Peek began by stating that 
the amendmept ought to be voted down. 
Now why? The amendment does not 
coerce Or compel anyone or any com- 
munity to vote a tax upon himself or 
itself; it simply allows them the ovriv- 
ilege of voting a tax upon themselves. 
At the present time we are not allowed 
even the privilege of voting on the sub- 
ject. It seems to me that the amend- 
ment is the most democratic and sensi- 
ble measure the electorate of the state 
has had to consider in quite a while. 

Now as to Colonel Peek’s objections to 
a local system of taxation. Briefly his 
Objections are these: Education is not 
a local question—and loca] tax would 
retard universal] education; that a num- 
ber of people move about, and the per- 
manent resident would have to pay tax 
to school them; that we have money 
enough and schools enough already. 

I recognize, realize and concede that 
education affects the whole state. No 
ene will deny that fact. Things that 
affect the state can be solved locally; 
they are solved every day and year. 

We fail to see how local taxation 
would retard universal education. Will 
the construction of an elegant school 
building, a long term school, and ef- 
ficient teachers in one community cause 
the people in another locality to 4as- 
sume “an apathetic indifference to im- 
proving their school. facilities? In short, 
doeg genera] improvement in one com- 
munity tend to @ighearten the people 
of another? If that Mh true, then 
it ig a bad thing for a peopie to try 8 
impreve. But let us see if local taxation 
retards universal education. I take it 
that Colonel Peek wil] admit that Mas- 
sachusetts, New Yerk, Ohio, Rhode Isi- 
und, Iowa, Pennsylvania, etc., are states 
that have univeraal education. He will 
admit that they Bave the most per- 
fect systems of free schools in America. 
Well, Massachusetts, the foremost state 
of the above group, raises 98.1! per cent 
of her school fund by local taxation; 
Rhode Isiand 87 per cent; New York 
81.5; lowa.88 per cent and Pennsyl- 
vania 60 per cent, 

As to our having money enough—I think 
the colonel was funning a little when 
he argued that. Let us take a concrete 
and practical example by taking the 
colenel’s own county—Rockdale—and it's 
an average county, too. There is not 
but one‘school building in Rockdale that 
belongs to the board of education. It 
ig valued at $300. There are twenty- 
nine schoo] houses—valued at $3,750— 
belonging to the trustees and patrons in 
the local districts. The average wverih 
of these buildings is $129.30. There are 
enzolled in the schools 1,609 pupiis. 
There are 53 teachers. There is an 
aveyuge of 53 pupils to each school, and 
32 pupils to each teacher. The average 
annual pay of the teachers jis $131.25, 
or only $26.25 a month. Now, if Colo- 
nel Peek will notice these facts right 
at his own door; if he will inspect the 
3C poorly constructed and ill-furnished 
schoo] houses with an average of 53 
ebiidren in each; if he will think of 
the condition and efficiency of a com- 
pany of teachers receiving the meager 
salary gf $131.26 a year—and having 
to wait sometimes one year for thai— 
I say if he will not@these actual con- 
ditions and then maintain that we do 
not need more money, better houses and 
more efficient teachers—then 1 will only 
say ‘“‘Ephriam is joined to his idols.” 

Let the people discuss the importance 
of thig constitutional amendment.

GEORGIA TO SEND 
A FULL BRIGADE 


Formation Arranged for Army 
Maneuvers at Manassas, 


Colonel Usher Thomason, Senior Col- 
onel, Will Be in Command—De- — 
tails Will Be Arranged by 
Colonels With Adjutant 
General as Chairman. 


It has been definitely decided té send 
the Georgia troops to the fall maneu- 
vers of the United States army at Ma- 
nassas, Va., in brigade formation. 

This conclusion was reached yesterday 
after a conference between Adjutant 
General 8. W. Harris and Governor Ter- 
rell, and the details of the arrange- 
ments have been left entirely to a com- 
mittee composed of the four colonels of 
infantry who will go, Colonel W. G. 
Obear, inspector general; Colonel A. J. 
Scott, assistant adjutant general, with 
Adjutant General Harris as chairman. 
This action has been taken in order that 
Governor Terrell may be relieved of any 
trouble connected with the details of the 
arrangement, because he will be busily 
occupled with the legislature which is 
soon to be in session. 

It has been definitely determined that 
the Georgia brigade shall go in command 
of Colonel Usher Thomason, of the Third 
infantry, he being the senivr colone). 
Colonel W. E. Wooten wil] command the 
Fourth regiment, which will go in its 
entirety. Colonel G. A. Gordon, of the 
First, will command the regiment com- 
posed of eight companies from the Firgt 
and four from the Second. Colonel Ctif- 
ford L. Anderson, of the Fifth, will com- 
mand the regiment composed vr eight 
companies from the Fifth and four from 
the Third. The cavalry will go as a sep- 
arate squadron, under the command of 
Colonel P. W. Meldrim, while the two 
companies from the First heavy artillery 
at Savannah, under command of Major 
W. W. Williamson. will be attached to 
the Fourth regiment, under command of 
Colonel Wooten. 

In all Georgia will have 2,100 men in 
attendance on these maneuvers for the 
full fifteen days’ period. 

Further details have not been arranged 
ag yet, but the organization of the bri- 
gade will be undertaken at once. Within 
the next few days the staff officers will 
be appointed and all steps necessary to 
get the troops in shape for the trip will 
be taken as speedily as possible.

FIGHT WEEVIL 


Entomologist Newell Tells of 
Pest in Stevens’ Monthly 
Talk. 


In the current monthly bulletin of the 
state department of agficulture, just 
issued by Commissioner O. B, Stevens, 
State Entomologist Wilmon Newell has 
an interesting discussion of the Mexican 
boll weevil and the likelihood of its ap- 


pearance in Georgia. 

Speaking particularly with reference to 
Georgia Entomologist Newell says: 

“The boll weevil in its natural spread 
by flight, probably could not reach 
Georgia for several yéars, but unfor- 
tunately the insect may be at any time 
introduced in sfipments of cotton seed or 
baied hay, or even baled cotton, from 
the infested districts of ‘lexas or Louls- 
jana, A reguiation having the force of 
law is already in effect, which prohibits 
the shipment into Georgia of cotton seed 
from ‘lexas or Louisiana, without its 
having been thoroughiy fumigated. 

“very tarmer in Georgia should close=-. 
ly watch hig cotton duriag the growing 
season, and whenever he ands any new 
or unusual insect upon his cotton, should 
send sampies of it to the state ento- 
moiogist, atlanta, Ga., for determination. 
‘The ,atler party wil] at all times take 
pleasure in answering inquiries of this 
Kind and always tree of cnarge. If the 
frst occurrence of the weevil can be 
detected as s0on as it appears and be- 
tore it has a chance to spread over any 
considerable area, it may be possipie by 
dragtic measures to siamp it out right 
there and prevent losses ol many tnoup- 
ands of doliars. Once it obtains a good 
start, however, there will be no such 
thing as extermination. Because remedial 
measures have veen mentioned above, 
the reader snould not conctude that the 
weevil can be circumvented or that as 
good crops can be made when it is pres- 
ent. No matter what measures may be 
employed or remedies used, the cotton 
crop +s certain to be severely cut down 
by the weevil. Then, too, many remedta 
measures are expensive and their cost 
must be deducted from the profits of the 
crop. 

‘‘We know ful] well that the first .ap- 
pearance of the boll weevil is likely 
to be around cotton mills, oil mills, lum- 
ber camps and along newly constructed 


lines of railway, because it is at such 
Places that most important agricultaral 
products from Texas are used. If a com- 
petent man—Or two men—thoroughiy 
famiilar with thé boll weevil could be 
employed to annually examine the cotton 
fields in these localites, it is very prob- 
able tMat the first appearance of the 
weevil would be promptly detected and 
measures could be taken for extermi- 


CROP SITUATION SERIOUS 
BY REASON OF DROUGHT 


CCORDING to the crop and weath- 

er bulletin, issued by Section DIi- 

rector J. B. Marbury this week, the 
crop situation is serious. Little or no 
relief has been secured from the show- 
ers of the past week and the effects of 
the drought are being felt in all sections 
of the state, 

The report in full follows: 

The drought in a few localities in the 
south and west was partially relieved by 
showers early in the week, but elsewhere 
precipitation continues greatly deficient, 
The situation at present is serious, Crops, 
however, are generally well cultivated. 
Cotton made siow growth during the 
week; lice are infesting many fields; 
late plantings are germinating badly; 
chopping is in progress in nearly ail dis- 
tricts; cultivation continues in the south 
and is beginning in the middle counties. 
A fair yie:d of fall oats ig being secured, 
but spring 60Wings 4re very poor—prac- 
tically a tailure In many secuons. Corn 
ig backwerd, but in the south has govd 
color. ‘She ingicatea yield Of peaches 
ig still promising. The condition of s4gar 
Cabs aud metisvus is pouor—ithe iatter ale 
biGgsoming in the soutn.

nating it, or at least severely checking 
its spread. Such measures would mean 
the saving of thousands of doilars to 
the cotton growers of the state, and mon: 
ey so invested would be the best insur- 
ance which Georgia could purchase for 
the future of her cotton crop. 
“Unfortunately no funds are at preés- 
ent available for such work, but the 
state board of entomology stands ready 
to undertake thig work as goon ag the 
people, through their legislature, deem 
it expedient to make the necessary ap- 
propriation therefor.”’ : 


A State Veterniary. 


Commissioner Stevens, in his monthly 
talk to the farmers, calls attention to 
the need of a state veterinary surgeon. 
On this subject Commissioner Stevens 
says: 

“The growing interest of our people in 
live stock is one of the pest arguments 
for the need of a state veterinary sur- 
geon. The department of agriculture has 
time and again urged upon the legisla- 
ture the importance of appointing such 
an officer. 

“The farmers, who constitute by far 
the larger part of the voters of Geor- | 
Sia, ought to instruct their delegates 
to vote for the establishment of such 
an office. 

“The department of agriculture 
for no appropriation to meet the ex- 
penses of such an officer, All we ask 
is permission to appoint him and pay 
him out of the funds in our hands.”’

NEGRO PROBLEM 
IS DISCUSSED 


Ninth Annual Conference 
Held at the Atlanta 
University. 


The ninth annual conference to study 

the negro problems convened at Atlanta 
University yesterday. Three 
were heli, morning, afternoon and 
evening, The subject for study this year 
was “Crime Among Negroes in Geor- 
is.”" 
The morning session at 10 o'clock was 
preliminary and largely for the benefit 
of young men and women. It took up 
the causes of crime, and reports were 
made by the Rev. James Bond on con-, 
ditions in Nashville, and the Rev. H. H. 
Proctor on crime in Atlanta. Dr. Proc- 
tor pointed out that the 40,000 negroes 
of Atlanta furnish about !0,000 arrests 
annually. He said: 

“Two circumstances, however, are no- 
ticeable: first that there is a large num- 
ber of persons whose repeated arrests 
swell this total, and that the majority 
of these arrests are for minor offenses: 
disorder, petty thieving and vagrancy. 
Negroes are arrested on very slignt prov- 
ocation and the city police court 1s said 
to be unfair and unduly rigorous toward 
them. Only one negro was accused of 
rape in this city last year." 

The afternoon session was the an- 
nual mothers’ meeting. 

The principal meeting of the confer- 
ence was held at night before a large 
audience. President Horace Bunistead 
of Atlanta University presided and in- 
troduced M. N. Work, of the State 
College for Negroes at Savannah. In his 
rpaper at this conference he compared 
criminal conditions among negrocs in 
Chicago and Savannah. He declared that 
Savannah apparently furnishes greater 
opportunities for beginning a criminal 
career than Chicago; that the ratio of 
the negro arrests and commitments to 
negra population is apparently decreas- 
ing in Chicago and slightly increasing 
in Savannah 

Similar conclusions were 
the Rev. A. G. Coombs as a result oi 
hig study in Augusta. Dr. H. S. Brad-

Builder sewall Says There 
- Must Be Some Form of 
Bounty. 


New York, May 24.—The merchant 
appointed by the 
last congress to inquire into the cases 
of the decline of the American ship- 
ping and suggest remedial measures as 
a ‘basis of legislation, continued the 
hearing today. William D. Sewall, rep- 
resenting the firm of Arthur Sewall & 
Co,, of Bath, Me., which has built some 
of the largest sail cargo carrying ships 
in the world for the toreign trade, said 
that his yard, which was established in 
1€23, hag heen closed during the last 
year oecause of dullness in the ship- 
building industry. He said he had 
no faith in free ships—that it is a dis- 
tinctly un-American measure, Discrim- 
inating duties, he did not favor entirely. 
Scme bill granting a bounty on the 
basis of mileage and capacity with some 
mail subsidy would be the best form. 
It must, however, be liberal. Standard- 
ization jg not the only trouble, continued 
the witness. Labor and material are 
even greater factors in increased cos}. 
The merchant marine would open up 
the markets of the world to us and se- 
cure the transportation of our products 
to our own benefit. 

“There are only a few of us left,” said 
Mr. Sewaill, “and if we are going to 
keep our yards open we must have gov-- 
ernment assistance.’’ _ ,

Alive. 


Despite the fact that she has a bullet 
imbedded in her brain and two others in 
her shoulder and arm, Gentry McNew, of

; night the woman was conscious for a few 


minutes, but would again lapse into a 
comatose condition, at times arousing and 
calling to an imaginary person to go 
away and allow her to live in peace. 

Physicians at Grady hospital] watched 
at the bedside of the woman, doing all 
possible to relieve her suffering and to 
save her life. It is said that if she does 
not die today there may be a slight 
chance of recovery; but no hopes are en- 
tertained, the chance for life being but a 
slim one. 

Coroner Stamps held an inquest over 
the body of Carter in the morgue at 
Grady hospital yesterday morning and a 
verdict was returned by the jury to the 
effect that he came to his death from a 
bullet wound, self-inflicted, with suicidal 
intent.

ATLANTA RANKS WELL 
IN BUILDING INCREASE 


Takes Rank with the Largest Cities in the Country 
in Proportion of Increase in New Buildings. 
Interesting Figures. 


The fact that Atlanta is growing more 
rapidly than any ae city of its size 
in the country is rned from figures 
that are found in The Construction News, 
a weekly paper of Chicago, which is de- 
voted to the building trades. This paper 
publishes every month returns from the 
Offices of the building inspectors of the 
twenty-one cities of the United States 
that have led in building during the 
previous’ month. Ever since the office 
of the building inspector has been estab- 
lished in Atlanta this city has not failed 
to be among the twenty-one  leadinz 
cities in the matter of building. 

The table furnished by the paper shows 
that during last January Atlanta led 
all the other cities of the country, with 
a gain of 406 per cent over the record 
made by Atlanta during January, 1903. 
In February Atlanta held her own with 
a gain of 33 der cent over the previous 
February, the highest gain for that 
month having been made by Allegheny, 
Pa., which had 178 per cent. During 
March Atlanta was much above the aver- 
age, showing a gain of 97 per cent. Buf- 
falo led that month with 116 per cent 
gain. Atlanta suffered her first loss in 
April. During that month thirteen of 
the twenty-one cities showed gains vary- 
ing from !2 to 136 per cent, while At- 
lanta showed a loss of 6 per cent.

Some Strong Speeches Made Against 
Union With Northern Church. 
Social Equality and the Ne- 
gro Question Figured in 
the Debate,

Dallas, Tex., May 24.—Debate upon the 
most momentous problem which the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church has faced Jn 
years, that of the union of that organiza- 
tion with the Presbyterian church in the 
United States of America, occupied the 
attention of the general assembly here 
during almost the entire day. When the 
recess was taken this evening, there were 
others ready to participate in the discus- 
sion. There is no positive indication as 
to when the debate will end, nor what 
will ‘be the result of the voice, though it 
is believed the commissioners will be 
giad to express themselves officially to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Five members of the assembly spoke on 
the question today, touching mainly upon 
the three generally mooted points In the 
confession of the Presbyterian church in 
the United States of America: 

Fatalism, or the doctrine of predestina- 
tion, the race question and the educational 
qualifications of ministers. The contest, 
specifically, is upon the adoption or re- 
jection Of a resolution recommending 
the report of the committee on fraternity 
and union to the presbyteries for adop- 
tion, which report declares for the union 
of the churches. 


Debate on Union. 

Rev. Dr. 8S. M. Templeton, of Clarks- 
ville, Tex., mover of the resolutions, was 
the first speaker. He declared that the 
former tenets of the Presbyterian church 
in the United States of America previous. 
ly offensive to Cumberland Presbyterians, 
had been cut fin sunder. Dr. Templeton 
and W. M. Robinson, of Texas, engaged 
in a brief colloquy upon the question of 
the revision of the Westminster confes- 
sion of the Presbyterian church in the 
United States of America. 

Judge F. H. Prendergast, of Marshall, 
Tex., opened for the anti-unionists. He 
advocated strongly the policy ‘‘stay where 
you are.”” He referred to the doctrine 
of the Presbyterian church in the United 
States of America as “musty cobwebs 
that had fallen into disuse even by a 
large majority of that church.” 

The negro phase of this question, he 
considered an insurmountable barrier 
to the union. If they come into our 
churches, then we have lost our influence 
with a great class.’ He declared that 
the anti-unionists did not want to be 
dragged into the alliance against thelr 
wills, and begged that they be not force/l 
to do it. 

In the afternoon Judge FE. E. Beard, of 
Lebanon, Tenn., a member of the com- 
mittee on fraternity, and unlon, spoke 
for two hours upon the Gesirabllity of 
adopting the résolution, and recommend- 
ing the report. He declared that he was 
opposed to the social equality of negroes, 
but he believed that the provisions of the 
report did not place the blacks on the 
same equality in gome cases, even in the 
matter of admission to presbyteNes and 
synods af the church, 

One of the strongest speeches, per- 
haps, against union proposition was that 
of Rev. J. L. Hudgins, of Washington, 
Ind, 

Church Not Agreed. 

Rev. Hudgins declared that the two 
churches were not generally agreed upon 
the subject, some of both bodies oppos- 
ing it, and that the doctrines of the 
Fresbyeterian church in the United States 
of America were far distant from those 
of Cumberland Presbyterianism. 

Dr. R. V, Foster, formerly professor of 
systematic theology in Cumberland uni- 
versity, Lebanon, Tenn., favored the un- 
ion in a speech which was marked for 
its humor and for the response which 
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ith in the assembly. His plea 

while the two churches might 
not now be able to agree exactly and ab- 
solutely on the matter of a confession, 
he believed both could be easily united, 
and he declared it as his conviction that 
there was something else behind the op- 
position to the union more than a mere 
differemce in doctrine. 

Before taking up the debate upon the 
theme this morning, the assembly heard 
a report from the committee on Sabbath 
observance, in which a stricter obDserva- 
tion of that day was advocated, and min- 
jsters were requested to preach on this 
subject.

The first volume is based upon the nar- 
rations of the explorers themselves, or 
of contemporaries having access to the 
original records of the voyages, It pre- 
sents not only the entire text of the jour- 
nal of the first yOyage of Columbus, as 
edited by the celebrated missionary Las 
Casas, but also the original accounts of 
the expeditions of Vespucci, De Soto, 
Cortes, Ponce de Leon, Verrazano, Joliet, 
Cartier, Champlain, etc.; and of the voy- 
ages of the Capots, Gilbert, Hudson, 
Baffin, Hawkins, Drake, Amidas, Bar- 
low, .etc.

Inoculating the Ground. 


(Gilbert H. Grosvenor, in The National 
Geographic Magazine.) 

To inoculate sterile ground and make 
it bring forth fruit in abudance is one 
of the latest achievements of American 
science. Some Of man’s most. dread dis- 
eases—smallpox, diphthéria, plague, ra- 
bies—have been vanquished py {nocula- 
tion, and now inoculation is to cure goil 
that has been worn out and make it fer- 
tile and productive again. 

The germs that bring fertility are 
mailed by the department of agriculture 
in a small package like a yeast cake. 
The cake contains millions of dried 
germs. The farmer who receives the 
cake-drops it into a barrel of clean wa4- 
ter; the germs are revived and soon 
turn the water to a milky white. Seeds 
of clover, peas, alfalfa, or other legu- 
minous plants that are then souked in 
thie milky preparation are endowed 
with marvelous’ strength. Land on 
which, for instance, the farmer witk con- 
stant toi] had obtained alfalfa only a few 
irckes high when planted with these in- 
ceulated seeds will produce alfalfa sev- 
eral feet high and so rich that the farmer 
doeg not recognize his crop.

New York, May 24.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened weak at a decline of 6@!7 
points under heavy selling by yester- 
day’s buyers who were disgusted, ap- 
parently by the disappointing cables, par- 
ticularly as concerned with the spot 
market which reported sales of only 
4,000 bales at a decline of I2 uglish 
oints. It soon developed, however, that 
arge short interests were utilizing the 
jower level] for covering, and shortiy af- 
ter the Opening prices began to im- 
prove. The New Orleans leader bought 
some May on the cal] anu afterwards 
bid for July, thus rearousing appre- 
hensions of a possible corner and be- 
fore midday prices had recovered all 
thelr early logs, At this level the week- 
ly report of the weather bureau was 
read and proved much more bullish 
than generally expected, as it said prac- 
tically nothing of a favorable nature. 

The report was followed by a scare of 
shorts on both the old and new crop 
months, Soon after its publication July 
Was selling around 13.07 ang October 
10.99, these being net gain of lI0@i4 
points respectiveiy. Such advances as 
these, affording buyers at the low point 
of the morning of about 23 to 29 points, 
were {followed by heavy realizing, but 
the cotton was pretty well absorbed and 
the market was finally within 4 to 9 
points of the best, closing steady net 2? 
points higher on the other positions. 
Trading was feverishly active during 
the end of the session, and the ‘in- 
creased activity of commission houses 
Suggested a broadening out of public in- 
terest. 

in addition to the bullish bureau re- 
port the afternoon firmness was helped 
by the larger exports which reached 
11,404 bales for the day, and while re- 
ceipts at the ports compared very fa- 
vorably with last year, the interior 
movement is still showing a consider- 
able falling off. The early decline was 
accelerated by the favorable weather 
accounts for the day, temperatures be- 
ing generally high.

The de- 
cline in Liverpool, where an advance was 
expected, caused a further decline of 6 
points in July, but profit taking by 
shorts caused a recovery of 15 points, 
The distant months showed a similar 
movement but in a narrower way, The 
weekly summary of cotton crop repart, 
sent out,.from Washington at 11 o'clock, 
Was extremely bullish, telling of lice, boll 
weevils in increasing numbers, cold 
nights, bad stands and dying coton.

lower and provisions unchanged to 7 I-2c 


lower. 

With practically nothing of a bullish 
character ag support, wheat opened with 
an inclination toward lower prices. .The 
effect of the bearish private crop reports 
of yesterday was still a potent influence, 
the majority of pit traders being cispos- 
ed to sell. July Opened unchanged to 1-8c 
lower, at 87 1-4@86 3-8c. Excellent 
weather continued to improve the con- 
dition of the growing crop and helped 
to bring Out additional selling orders. 
The May delivery was especially heavy, 
and the weakness of that option had a 
tendency to depress the deferred futures. 
A general expectation of increasing pri- 
mary receipts was another element 
against which the bull leaders had tu 
contend, In a measure the expectations 
of enlarged receipts were realized by 
returns from Kansas City, where 120,000 
bushels were received and only 36,000 
bushels shipped.

STANLEY’S FINGER STORY. 

No better epitome of the late Sir Hen- 
ry Morton Stanley’s career has been con- 
ceived than that given by himself in his 
“story of four fingers,’’ says the New 
York Tribune. On the African explor- 
er’s return from finding Livingstone, he 
said, he had the honor of a public re- 
ception by the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety and the especial honor of being 
presented ‘‘to an exceedingly distinguish- 
ed personage in the scientific world,’ 
who regarded him with condescending 
favor and even went so far as to shake 
hands with him.- ‘** He gave me,” said 
Stanley, ‘‘one finger!’’ 

After his second and third adventures, 
his explorations of the lakes and his 
opening of the Kengo to civilization, he 
was again publicly received, and this dis- 
tinguished personage regarded him with 
even more favor than before. Again he 
shook hands with him. “He gave me 
two fingers!’’ Once more Stanley went 
to Africa to rescue the faithful Emin, 
and on his return he was a third time 
publicly received. <A third time the dis- 
tinguished personage condescended to 
swile upon him, still more approvingly 
than before, and a third time to offer 
him his hand. ‘‘He gave me three fin- 
gers!’° 

Yet once more Stanley appeared in pub- 
lic, with a fair companion, Miss Dorothy 
Tennant, who a few moments later was 
Lady Stanley. There, once more, the 
distinguished personage was present, and 
so far condescended aé to beam upon 
him with unreserved approval. “The 
throng was too great for me to get near 
him,’’ said Stanley, “but I have no doubt 
that had I been able to do so he would 
once more have offered me his hand, 
and on this occasion he would have given 
me all four fingers!”
